T> buildings of the little town ої Teeswater fairly teetered with 
excitement.

Interest is at high pitch because of the unusual 
class of both local elevens. The feeling here is general that Saginaw 
has the two classiest football teams in Michigan and the Thanksgiving 
Day combat should determine which will represent the city in the state 
title discussion. The winner will unquestionably have the support of 
the defeated teams in its claims. 

The sentiment in each camp is well expressed in a statement made 
by a prominent follower of one of the teams, “If they are good enough 
to beat us on Thanksgiving Day they are entitled to the state champion-

There has been some interesting comment in state newspapers on 
the interscholastic situation and following are some excerpts: 


The Muskegon Chronicle. 


“The big surprise of the state football race was the unexpected e- 
feat of Grand Rapids Central by Saginaw Eastern last Saturday at Sag- 
inaw. Although a Grand Rapids morning newspaper held that Muske- 
gon was pleased over the defeat of the Central team the reverse is true. 
Muskegon wanted Grand Rapids Central to go through with a clean 
slate. It takes the edge off the Turkey Day battle and Muskegon would 
rather play an undefeated team at Grand Rapids than one that has been 
eliminated.”

“There is a likelihood that the championship game will be played 
at Ferry Field the week after Thanksgiving although the Michigan au- 
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thorities are waiting to see which of the state teams qualify as champion- 
ship contenders before the final arrangements are made. 

“Muskegon and Arthur Hill are the only two teams in state inter- 
scholastic circles that have not yet met defeat. Grand Rapids Central, 
another contender for the state title, was eliminated on Saturday when 
it fell before Saginaw Eastern: 27 to 0.”

“Jackson rooters who saw Arthur Hill beat Lansing here stated 
Saturday that the local eleven did not look like the same team in the Pri- 
son City game. Lansing was a pretty green team at the start of the sea- 
son. It is unfortunate that the Saginaw games came so early in the 
schedule for both teams have been contenders for the state champion- 
ship. At the present time Arthur Hill and Muskegon are favorites."

When Saginaw Eastern perked up and tripped the overconfident 
Grand Rapids High outfit at Saginaw last Saturday by a 26-0 score, 
Coch Beattie's lads, while covering themselves with glory by the victory, 
messed up the state interscolastic grid situation to the king's taste. 

And now there is a question as to whether any team will be able to 
put forth a clear-cut claim to the title. 


Saginaw Arthur Hill and Muskegon are the teams that have the 
call as most logical candidates for the honor at this stage of the game. 
If the class of a team at this particular part of the season could be con- 
sidered then Saginaw Eastern would also be on the lists. 


It surely dumped the Furniture City team in right smart style. 
It showed that опе of the two west Michigan contenders had been well 
advertised but was not the goods one would be led to believe from ad- 
vance notices. 

Grand Rapids Central did not make a first down against Saginaw. 
Its ripping backfield found the Saginaw line a veritable stone wall from 
which it rebounded for a loss as much as it went through for a one or 
two-yard gain. In no department of the game was Grand Rapids the 
equal of Saginaw. 

Saginaw Eastern, however, has a black mark in its ledger, that be- 
ing the 38 to 10 beating it took from Northwestern here a few weeks ago. 
Saginaw claims it was a crippled team in this game, in that several regu- 
lars did not play.

Editor’s Note: This is the second of a series of articles about 
Saginaw Alumni who have become famous in local and state affairs. 
These articles are written by Mr. *Mike" Gorman of the Saginaw News 


Courier.) 


A Saginaw high school alumnus 
who for his years has achieved unusual 
prominence is Frank A. Picard of the 
class of 1907. А brilliant athlete in 
school, a winner of the coveted “М” 
under Yost, an unusual success іп his 
army career, and already enviably estab- 
lished in his profession he stands out as 
a worthy contribution to Saginaw’s civic 
life. 

Mr. Picard first achieved state 
recognition while yet a student at Sagi- 
naw, when, in 1907, he led the school 
football team to the state championship. 
At this time he was considered as the 
best quarterback and open field runner 
in the whole state. 

After a small amount of experience in the newspaper business on 
the staff of the Courier-Herald, he went to the U. of M. and made the 
all-fresh team, and before graduation received his "М" under Yost. 
He acted as Ann Arbor corespondent of the Detroit News, and his 
accounts of the big football games were prominently featured and earn- 
ed him more than a state reputation as a football writer. He was 
instrumental in producing lyrics for one of the most noted of Michigan 
Union Operas. 
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Having graduated from Michigan, Picard returned to Saginaw 
and practiced law with Henry E. Naegely, comprising the firm of 
Naegely and Picard. Не has been active in local affairs giving much 
time and energy to public undertakings. He was Chairman of the 
Democratic county committee in 1916. About this time he was elected 
president of the Saginaw High School Alumni Association. 

During the war Mr. Picard entered Fort Sheridan, coming out with 
a captain’s commission. He was assigned to Camp Custer and became 
attached to the headquarter’s staff. Captain Picard went overseas with 
the 85th division and performed the duties of acting colonel, assistant 
to the chief-of-staff. He was then sent to Langres to the school of the 
line, all the others chosen having been colonels or majors. After 
graduation he was placed on duty with the Sixth Army Corps and later 
became secretary of the chief-of-staff of the corps going into Germany. 
He was recommended for a majority. 

Shortly after his return from France he opened his own law 
offices and continued his success in the practice. In 1920 Mr. Picard 
was chosen as running mate of Woodbridge N. Ferris for the position of 
Lieutenant-Governor. 

Frank Picard has always taken an active interest in the affairs of 
Saginaw High School, and never has there been a slackening of loyalty 
for his school.

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Saginaw High Comes Back With a Vengeance. 


Team Swamps Port Huron Gridders in Easily Won Game 
Use Large Number of Forward Passes 


After being defeated the week before, Saginaw high came back 
istrong and swamped Port Huron by a score of 50 to 7 in a game play- 
ed at Alumni Field October 29. The team showed that its spirit had 
not been broken by the defeat of the previous week, and, although three 
veterans were ou t of the game, played in a manner which showed that 
it was still to be counted among the best teams in the state. 

The Port Huron team, coached by “Brownie” Springer, an old 
M. A. C. star, was no fake and played good ball all through the game. 
Our men showed up as good as if not better than they have at any time 
during the season, working together as though each were a cog in some 
giant machine which was well nigh invincible. 

An aerial attack, such as surprised the invaders and also some of 
the local supporters, who did not realize the wearers of the Black and 
Gold knew so much about forward passing, was launched by our team 
and out of twelve passes attempted in the first three quarters, nine were 
completed for gains of anywhere from 10 to 50 yards, and four 
resulted in touchdowns. A good amount of end running was used, with 
Brackenbury and Brown as the star performers, both of them showing 
fine class in tearing around the ends through holes opened by the line, 
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which did its work in fine shape. Both these men acquitted themselves 
well in line bucks also, although Corbin and Smith were the stellar 
lights in this work, both of them smashing the Port Huron line famously. 

At quarter Pete Brown did fine work and showed improved use 
in plays from his work at the Detroit game. Brackenbury, doing the 
most sensational running of the game, put up one of the best games of 
his career.

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Saginaw Adds New Game to List of Victories. 


Journeys to Bay City and Whips Eastern by 25 to 6 Score 
Roseberry’s Dropkick Big Factor of Game. 


Having defeated the Port Huron team by an overwhelming score the 
previous week, Saginaw high’s gridders journeyed to Bay City 
and added another game to their list by a score of 25 to 6. The 
Eastern team showed a greatly improved form since being under the 
charge of Coach Nevitt and put up a fight that was not to be sneered 
at. 

A dropkick by Roseberry from the Bay City 40-yard line was the 
outstanding feature in the game and was ofa style which is seldom 
seen in high school football and that would have done credit to any 
college player. The ball was kicked straight and clean and soar- 
ed through the air straight and true for the goal posts, and would have 
been perfect even had he been 15 yards further away. 

Our play was featured by steady gains except for a few minutes 
in the first quarter just after we had made our first touchdown, within 
five minutes after play started, when Bay City had the ball and 
followed our example by getting a touchdown herself. This was the 
only time during the game that Bay City threatened our goal at all. 

DeBolt and Truckner, playing at the end positions stopped all 
plays directed at them so efficiently that taken as a whole, the Bay City 
totaled a net loss in yardage on end plays. Both Brown and Bracken- 
bury played their customary superb game, but Corbin, one of the 
smallest men on the squad, taking Captain Bob Gillingham’s place for 
the third consecutive game, proved to be the best of the lot at offensive 
playing. He hit the line with lightning speed and the manner in which 
he caught and returned punts was splendid. 

A partially blocked kick of one of the Bay City men went out of 
bounds on the 80-yard line and gave us our first opportunity to score. 
By using straight football, the team went straight down the field for a 
touchdown, Brackenbury going through the line and across the goal. 
He was called back however, as both teams were outside. It was then 
left to Corbin to make the score with a drive of three yards. 

Early in the fourth period Roseberry made his dropkick from the 
40-yard stripe. From that time on the game was a see-saw affair, 
neither team making consistent gains.

Official Dope Upset 


GRAND RAPIDS’ HIGHLY TOUTED TEAM SNOWED UNDER BY 
SAGINAW; SCORE 26-0 


Saginaw high again showed that she is a team of state title caliber 
when she defeated the Grand Rapids Central gridders in a game played 
at Alumni field, November 12, and in doing it crushed the hopes of the 
Grand Rapids team for the state championship. The game also 
demonstrated that Saginaw high must be given serious consideration 
for the title. 

Three times did our men cross the Westerners’ goal and twice did 
Russell Roseberry dropkick the ball cleanly through the goal posts, 
once from the 22-yard line and again from the 40-yard line, duplicat- 
ing his splendid kick of the Bay City Eastern game. Although there 
was not much hope in the minds of any who were not in close 
touch with the team, and who knew just what it could do when called 
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upon, that we had more than a chance of holding Grand Rapids to a tie, 
not to mention winning from them which we did, those who knew just 
what the team was able to do when at its best had considerable confi- 
dence that the team would go on the field in a fighing spirit and sur- 
prise even the local supporters. It did this with an exceeding favorable 
result. 


Saginaw made 17 first downs while Grand Rapids was unable 
to make any, and it is a question if the attempts of the Grand Rapids line 
to gain ground did not result in a net loss. It was only through the use 
of long punts that Coach Sammy Upton’s boys were able to keep Sagi- 
naw out of their territory all through the game. 


Brackenbury carried the ball over the line for a touchdown once 
when it didn’t count because he had hurdled the line when doing it. 
Also at the very start of the game the referee got in the way of a fake 
buck and spoiled a grand chance for our men to score. 


Grand Rapids had the psychological advantage in the game and the 
dope was all set for them to win, in that they had won every game so far 
and had a brilliant record all through the year. The dope was upset, 
and the psychological advantage erased. All because Saginaw is prac- 
tically the best football team in the state. The men went into the game 
and played in a way that took the heart out of the Uptonites long before 
the beginning of the second half. 


Saginaw’s line is probably the best in the state. The fact was 
brought to the eyes of the people in a forceful way during this game. In 
all its former games the Grand Rapids team has depended to a large ex- 
tent on its line, and when they came here and were outplayed by the 
local line, it simply crushed them. 


Wayne Brackenbury again demonstrated that his speed is one of 
the dependable elements of the team, enabling them to make gain after 
gain because of the way he tore around end, outrunning the Grand Ra- 
pids end at all stages of the game. Pete Brown ranked next to him in 
the matter of ground gaining and Gillingham and Partlo were as usual 
always dependable. Enough ground was gained by our men during the 
first half to net two or three touchdowns, but Grand Rapids still had 
enough pep left to hold us to the 3 to 0 score when the half ended with 
us in the shadow of her goal. 


Starting the third period with Palmer, Grand Rapids captain, at- 
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tempting a forward pass to his end, Brackenbury intercepted the pass 
in midfield and made a sensational 50-yard run across to the other side 
of the field and made the first touchdown of the game. Roseberry added 
the goal point for a score of 10 to 0. 

Near the end of the third period Palmer, who had been doing some 
good punting up to this point, tried a boot from behind his own goal line 
and it went out of bounds of the 7 yard stripe. Bracky crashed through 
for four, Partlo for two, and then Brackenbury went through for the 
second touchdown. Roseberry added the point for a score of 17 to 0. 

Brackenbury had to be removed because of an injured side at the 
start of the fourth period and was replaced by Corbin, who did fine 
work and kept up the gaining. Another touchdown and dropkick 
from the 40-yard mark after we had the ball on the 8-yard stripe and 
lost it on downs. Palmer punted to his own 30-yard line and gave 
Rosey his chance. 

We had started another drive down the field which would have 
meant a touchdown the way things were going, and were stopped only 
by the whistle at the end of the game. Grand Rapids resorted to passes 
during the last half, but not one of them was completed. 

Grand Rapids’ star half, Bill Mathieson, was out of the game dur- 
ing the first of the game, but when put in during the last half, 
was no better than any of the rest.
